That If at any time the sidewalk as allowed under this permit becomes a hazard to
pedestrians, same shall be repaired in such a manner as to relieve such hazardous conditions'
and such repairs shall be made by the property owner within thirty days after having receiv-
ed notice from the City that such repairs must be made*
